must be reduced to the least sum that 
will afford adequate compensation for 
its employes and support its institu- 
tions, is not the necessity upon us to lay 
aside all supernumerraies aud, turn- 
ing from idleness and extravagance to 


industry and economy, try to develop 
the permanent resources of the State 
and meet the wants of the Govern. 
ment aod build up à prosperous and 
honorable commonweaith? The 
nerds of a community are collectively 
the needs of the individuals com- 
posing it. Between want and need 
there is a wide gulf. What an indi- 
vidual or community needs they must 
have, as food, clothing and shelter, 
but their wants are unlimited. 

The needs of the State must be met 
first, then the State Government ont 
of the property of the individuals 
composing the State. To do this the 
Orst important step is to so reduce the 
cost of government as to leave the in- 
dustrial capital of tke State as undis- 
turbed as possible’ then must follow 
the development of our natural re- 
sources, It goes without sayiog that 
mining resources are exhaustive, fickle 
and hazardous. Ao exhausted mine 
leaves nothing to support the individ- 
ual, State or Government, No 
State can rely upon or exist 
upon an uncertainty. 

Wealth of soil is inexhaustible; ag- 
ricultural resources are permanent, and 
to such wealth and its development 
must we look for that permanent eup- 
port which every Government must 
have and that permanent prosperity 
which every commonwealth covets. 
In this view we may say that in the 
State of Illinois a single crop in a sin- 
le year has reached the enormous ag- 
gregate of ove million dollars, while 
the average bullion preduct of our 
State has not exceeded fifteen million 
per annum. 

The development of our agricultural 
resources will not only not hinder or 
retard the development of our mineral 
resources, but it will advance and pro- 
mete the mineral development, by re- 
ducing the price of every article that 
a miner consumes; thus making it the 


ove the impression that his time is 
pretty well uccupied. He can't waste 
many minutes in trifling or foolish- 
ness when work has to be done. There 
is, however, another side to the char- 
acter which knows how to revel in 
ease, luxuriance and beauty. 

John H. Dennis is another erratic 
genius. There is a self-reliant, bold, 
determined expression with somewhat 
of originality. Plans are thought 
feasible, formed, half carried oat and 
then laid aside for new ohes, which in 
a short time tollow their predecessors. 
Hence I would assume that Mr. Den- 
nis isa hard and conscientious work- 
or, but does not accomplish much un- 
less his efforts are ably seconded and 
kept alive by others. 

J. T. Willliams is an energetic 
thinker but lacks fuency in expres - 
sion unless forced into acquitting him- 
self bravely by circumstance. There 
is fair power and solidity of chatacter, 
but too great a liability is shown to 
be elated or depressed by surround- 


ing influences, Ambition is clearly 
defined. 

L. T. Fox is another odd, go-ahead, 
determined kind ofa man. “Get out 
of the way, boys, I'm coming, and I 
know how to put my feet down,” is 
the alr indicative of fair executive 
ability and self-reliant power. 

M. D. Foley's signature shows a 
great deal of these latter qualities. 
It is expressive of an easy, self-as 
surant, flowing, good-natured, firm 
character; rather too open at times, 
with touches of deep secretiveness 
when motives are strong enough to 
overcome the springs bursting for ex- 
pression. 

W. W. Hoebart’s is a fairly strong 
signature of ambition and power. 
There is an ease of diction and self- 
consciousness of manner that, com- 
bined withthe first mentioned quality, 
gives to Mr. Hobart the power of con- 
trolling the masses of the people. 

J. A. Brumsey is an open-hearted, 
genial, good-natured temperament, 
nut inclined to keeping the secrets of 


interest of every person and every in- 
terest in the State to promote the 
agriculture of the State. Our agri- | 
cultural resources consist of the arable 
desert lands and the waters for irriga- 
tion, But in their natural state they 
are two deserts and undeveloped and 
unapplied valueless. The waters of 
the Carson river, flowing from their 
source in the mountains through the 
channel of that river to the Carson 
lake, are as valueless as the desert 
lands that border ite banks; and what 
is true of the Carson is true of the 
Walker, the Humboldt, the Owyhee 
and the Truckee. We have then two 
deserts, desert lands and desert waters, | 
both valueless iu their desert state, 
and yet wheathe waters are applied 
to the lands under the most approved 
methods of irrigation, cultivation our 
agricultural resources are developed, 
and our lands become surprisingly 
productive of every fruit, vegetable, 
grain aod grass that is adapted to our 
climate. At the present moment the 
cultivated area of farm lands in this 
State is less than seventy-five thous 
and acres—not one-twentteth of the 
extent of either our river waters or 
our lands. At the present price of 
hay our alfalfa lands are producing 
thirty dollars per acre per annum, 
while the average product per acre of 
the farms of the pation de not reach 
twelve dollars per acre, and any farm 
land that will pay ten dollars per acre 
per annum net, will pay ten per cent. 
per annum on one hundred dollars, 
and it is worth one hundred dollars 
per acre. Two hundred and fifty 
thousand acres of land brought under 
cultivation will nearly double the 
assessable property of the tate, and 
will in eighty-acre farms furvich 
homes and employment for a family 
population of over fiftcen thousand 
persons. Five hundred thousand acres 
would give fifty millions property and 
thirty thousand population engaged 
io agriculture; one million acres would 
give an assessable farm property of 
one bundred million dollars 5 
furm population of sixty thousand 
people. The theory of our State con- 
stitution is that the miues are not to 
be taxed, and the mining interest are 
now clamoring for a total abrogation 
of the bullion tax. We must tax 
something or we have got to stop. 
Have we the means to develop our 
agricultural resources? Have we the 
means to put our two deserts together? 
To bring our waters noto apd 
frictify our desert land, or out of 
two great resources, valueless in 
their natural state, produce one of 
great value and anence. The 
school fund is idle and askiog for an 
investment; and as only the interest 
can be distributed to the schools the 
State suffers ewery day that it lies 
idle. The investment should be per- 
petual aod unlimited as the duration 
of the State. It is simply 
absurd to invest it fora few days or 
a few years, redeem and reinvest 
again; it is an idle transaction that 
tends only to fritter away the princi 
aod interrupt the acco on of in- 
terest— with the means at band to do 
with, the pers? to do and the skill 
and labor to it, the rs.

Call gives a sketch of a well known 
person who will be readily recognized 
as Assemblyman Crowninsbield of 
Lyon county. Though it is somewhat 
“off” in various particulars it will per- 
haps be ioteresting: There is residing 
somewhere around the Sierra Nevada 
mountains an old Rhode Islander 
known as the Pony.“ A few months 
age his popularity ¢lected him to the 
lower House of the Nevada Legisla- 
ture. He put on a “biled” shirt, and 
at last accounts he was doing legisla- 
tive honors at the eapital of the State. 
At his home in Pawtucket he was 
known as “Rough and Ready.“ In 
1848, as the story goes, when the tire 
company of that name applied for a 
new machine, Walt made a grand 
spread-eagle speech in favor of the 
machine. A new machine was voted. 
In the fall of 1848, when the ‘‘gold 
fever of California reached Pawtucket, 
there was much excitement over it, 
and many Were discussing the question 
of proceeding to the land ot gold. The 
excitement culminated in the organi- 
tation of the “ Narragansett Trading 
and Mining Associatiov.” But while 
the company was organizing, the sub- 
ject of this sketch very quietly and 
alone took his departure for California. 
He left ia 1848 on the “overland 
ronte,” as it was called, and in May, 
1849, after a journey of four months, 
he returned home, some time betere 
the arrival of the mining company. 
He was robbed in Mexico, and wreck- 
ed on the Pacitic. He travelled over- 
land through Mexico and reached 


a brig to San Francisco. His excur- 
siou to Califorpia made him uneasy at 
home, and, sighing to see again the 
land of gold, he returned. While in 
the far-off country he received a con- 
tract to carry the mails by “pony ex- 
press” through a country infested with 
Indians and highwaymen, and for a 
long time he went back and forth 
with the mails on horseback. He 
finally settled on a gold claim at the 
foot of the Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and has remained there for more than 
15 years. He is known there as Pony.“ 
Perbaps if he should happen to read 
this sketch he would recognize the 
real name of the party. This iocident 
has come out in retrospect of the old 
Rough and Ready Fire Company, No. 
5, in a recent number of the Provi- 
dence Star. He was a stufdy repre- 
sentative of the old town of Cumber- 
land. In his adopted home he has 
many warm friends.
